^bf'ùnemplojment relief and their ap- 
plication to Canadian conditions wiis 
offered at the third meeting of the 
Political Economy Club held last night. 
The speakers were Sol Lévites, Arts '36, 
and Isidore Pollack, Arts "35, both hon- 
our students^ in economics. 

Levltet, the first speaker, discussed 
the; different types of relief, and Uie 
■ philosophies underlying them. Of 
these, in. hls oplnloà^tbe' roost prom- 
iM M fi i» |.the so^alled "Compensation 
^^F^ë^in which the beneficiary makes 
no prior contribution. TUa puts the 
onus of unemployment upon Industry, 
forces the employer "to|lniep his re- 
serve at. a constant level; ïôid offers a 
stront incentive to the stabillntlon 
of consun^tion. "It is the only plan 
that offers an optimistic philosophy 
in that It presumes that unemploy- 
tnen* may be overcome," • 

Other Plans Faa ; 
"Tl** weakness underlying^i^Uui 
other schemes is that they fUl'assiwie 
that unempl<q/ment cannot be elimin- 
ated. The insurance plan calls for

COME recent work on Cosmic . 

Rays will be ;.di8cuBBed before 
tlie Physical; Society by Dr.; i). K. 
Fronian.'at 5 pm: this afternoon in ° 
the Physics Building. Conunenc- 
ing with a resiune of other In- 
vestigations, he will describe some 
measurements made last summer 
by Professor J. C. Steams and 
himself on Mount Evans in Color'' 
ado. Tlieso experiments were de- 
signed to compare the Intensities 
of the rays coming from the east 
and coming from the west. Work 
was caiTie{l on up to altitudes of 
14,000 féct' above sea level. 

Tlie speaker will discuss . Uic sig:- 
nlficfihce of the experimental re- 
sults, and especially their bear- 
ing on the nature of Cosmic Rays. 
The importance of tliLs question 
lies in the fact tlmt so for no sat- 
isfactory explanation of the origin 
of the rays has been given.

agalnsfcfpS^ra^ ■ It took place before 
a record tiimbut in the R.V.C. Com- 
mon Room, when Eileen Crutchlow 
and Juanita de Shield defeated Aileen 
Mason and Dorothy Stewart, estab- 
lishing the resolution that Canadian 
women have assumed the responsibll-j 
Ity of their enfranchisement. The de- 
bate followed parliamentary procedure, 
with Jean Harvle, president of the 
Delta' Sigma Society, as chairman of 
the house. , 

Eileen. Crutchlow, Ptiine Minister, 
was first, speaker for. the afflrinaitlve. 
She pointed but the fact that en- 
franchisement meant "setting free," 
and that :the freedom of women in 
other fields besides political ones was 
included in the resolution. Once this 
Is made clear, it is easy to see that 
women luye|.in)Kle use of tlielr free- 
dom-^he ''•divuitage they take of co- 
educational opportunities, tlie bixjader 
view of life open to them, their fin- 
ancial independence, the part they 
play in such movemento as the league 
of Natloos Society, the^s^^ 
.<^i^gy^U^M»^^^£^^î they have. 
^^m^^^^upecE|^(tl^!- freedom is 
the advantage they take of divorce 
laws. No longer have men the sole 
grounds for demanding divoixse. "niese 
and the dropping of many other re- 
strictions indicate to what extent 
Women have assumed the responsi- 
bility of their enfranclilsement. 

AUeen Mason, leader of the Opposi- 
tion, took enfranchisement to mean 
jïaklng part in public life, political Is- 
sues. In this phase of activity women 
show themselves to be very indifferent, 
as~welLas biologically and psycholog-. 
Ically unfit. She pomted out the fact, 
learned from actiud Investigation in 
one town, that most women vote the 
way their husbands do, and emphasiz- 
ed ' the fewness of governmental posi- 
tions held by women. 

The real reason for their indiffer- 
ence and failure is that they are 
domesticated, not fitted for political 
duties, have not an analytical mind. 

Ttiat ' women have had the right to 
vote for only fourteen yeus, and that 
tiiebr alÀlevemèhts 'to date' are there- 
fore little short of admirable, was the 
important point of the argument of 
Juanita de Shield, second speaker for 
the affirmative. ' 

Added to this is thé fact that Cana- 
dians are rather.^Mmnmtirej in their 
bèliaviour, and' thusl^ilieir ' woiric is not 
accompanied by. such publicity, and 
ballyhoo, although perhaps just as 
fruitful as that of women of other'na- 
tions. : •

The ' main .value of ; the- intemeship 
lay in. the, Invaluable experience gain- 
ed, :claimed. Dr. Harris. The practice 
available gi,ves the dental surgeon a 
broader outlook of the field. Cases 
wliioh would rarely occur in. private 
practice are met in the hospital clinics. 
. Dr. Cripps, at. present interning at 
the General Hospital, was of the opin- 
ion , that the. student' just graduated 
lacks the siirglcal outlook that > one 
acquires in tateming. He, too, stress- 
ed the value of hospital experience 
gaUied. A case of gangrenous stomati- 
tis whicli he had under his care was 
also sketeheid briefly. The condition 
arose out .of ^^rard for the patient's 
systetnlc cond^of'^ prior - îb a full 
mouth extraction. Among other ex- 
treme conditions met with hi thé case 
was a leucocyte count of 1000.' Clinical 
examination of the patient revealed 
the oral cavity as a black gangrenous 
slough.

In his lecture last night at the 
YMXJi. iSr. Algy Noad said that the 
reputation of D. H. Lawrence has been 
much enhanced since his death. Ow- 
ing to the enormous interest in his 
personality floods of books have been 
written by 'people who knew him or 
claimed an acquaintance with him. 
Hie latest and best of these is the 
biography of Frieda Lawrence, his 
^Ife. 

The conception of Lawrence as a 
prophet has tended to obscure the 
recognition of his literary genius M. 
Murray falsifies his picture by. insist- 
ing on the former and so. makes hbn 
out to be a failure as a writer. . 

His early life was .spent in the sur^ 
roundlngs of Nottingbami where the 
aspect of nature spoiled by Industry 
sickened him with mechanized civili- 
zation and led him to search the 
world for untainted ' humanity. After 
waiidearingffQtmS^^ countries 
from AustraJia''wM^do6; iM spent the 
last : 'days ' of . liPiU^:fVéReë ' In 
flotttbem-'Ptanoe.

JAZZ is being slowly but surely educated. Very 
rarely does one hear the raucous shrieks of 
tortured saxophones and the murderous hammering 
of so-called rhythm that were at one tlme-çonsld» 
ered essential to the popular expresslon^P'ffi^rge 
to dance. Smcoth, quiet harmonies have taken Uieir 
place; and numberless are the o.xperlmènts£wlth 
"symphonic Jazs" which has now modlfll3?tl^^uslc 
In the modern manner." 

AJl^m^ç ^spri nss from two fundamental sources 
— thè^mg^ey^^dance, Dance music Is not lowly; 
It Is an «tcet^ér of°tl)e grefttesj ^jfg ros jo f today; and 
may be found throushout 'ciassiraj''^âùcturè3. But 
of late, mostly due to the p:ycho!og!cal effects upon 
the people of the Great War, It nad become divorced 
from any prestige at all. It claimed Harlem for Its 
home town. But gradually .the universal reaction of 
the day' took hold and remodelled the shrieks Into 
harmony; and the hammerlnga Into rhythm. 

Today, composers are finding themsalves believ- 
ing in the power of a melody that Is pure. Many of 
our songs of today may be entirely divorced from 
(he usual dance orchestra; and when they ar«, one 
finds them independent of "rhythm." Or. working 
back, many an orchestra conductor has take a mel- 
ody provided by the rapidly fading "Tin Pan AUey;- 
and woven around It a fantasle worthy of becoming 
music, and belns honored as such A prominent 
dance orchestra of the West Coast was recently 
heard to take up a popular song and biend it into 
a medley with two of the most beautiful excerpts 
,from Puccini's Madame Butternyt Grand . Opera 
side by side with dance music. Oeri^^^^h a 
thing was unheard of a few short yea»^ 
^wo selections appeared to belong together/ 

Perhaps the Experimentalists in modem "per- 
manent" music have paved the way for the Refor- 
mation In dance music— the return to iti rightful 
place of honor; but muchi credit '}'MpOp> ^ y^i i (i^. 
the Warlngs and the Whltemaiù^Mâ^'tti^V^^ 
of today. It Is they who have led the composers 
back. The harmonies of the experimentalists are 
being used to beautify melodies that are pive and 
unmarred; and rhythm, without whjch the psychol- 
ogists t«ll us we would be definitely uncomfortable, 
is carving a path of Its own. Note the difference 
between the pre-depresslon tunes and such rhythmic 
masterpieces as the Oarloca and its recent auccesspr, 
Tbo Continental Try the comparison of the mel- 
odies of "Yes, Sir, She's My Baby" and "Two Cig- 
arettes m The Dark." 

It all means , that dance music is heading back 
to where it belongs— with the Strauss Waltces, the 
Minuets and the Gavottes and will eventually be- 
come blended Into miisle, without any prefix. And 
back to . Beauty. ". ■ -

Joseph Szigeti , 

fpHAT amazl^^loUnlst Joseph Szlgetl once agahi 
astounded a Montrieal audience when he played 
here in the Rltz Carlton Hotel in the latest or the 
Wednesday 9 o'clock series of concerts. Szlgetl 
ilahda put among his fellow artists' with a duaj 
liiusical personality: he is the thorough technician 
in .his program show-pieces— the "moderns" and 
some of the ^cadenzas that are written to demon- 
strate the full bag of tricks of the prestidigitator, 
and he la also the complete musician In his "cIas- 




slcâ," playing music solely for its emotional value 
and using bis equl{»nent merely to enhance his 
effects. 

Szlgetl is, in addition, a master showman. His 
audience was typical of what he might expect in a 
concert series of the type of tlie Wednesday 9 
o'c!ocks— a socially brilliant audience whose pres- 
ence was not entirely Inspired by the artist's own 
personality and who liked cither that mu£lB whlcli 
was known to them, or else that which they found 
easy to understand; And Szlgetl, realizing that 
Ysayc's Sonata in C minor for solo violin would 
not be appreciated wholeheartedly, sandwiched this 
number lnii^ të^W Mn|aj|cholce mcr&cJ of Brahms, and 
a dolishtfurWrof^Mozart, so that there It would do 
little harm. Tlie post-Intermission part ol the pro- 
gram well repaid his audience for returning, with 
a number of short delicacies and encores. 

To Szlgetl the violin is the "means whereby." 
Watching him towering over his ciny mite of an In- 
strument, one reallz:^ th!^t the crtlst, having read 
a pasc of musical hieroglyphs; has' cb n c elyed musical 
emotions v/hleh are separated, f romf ^l^ y by the 
formality of a few queer motions '^fffîfylolin; he 
gets through the motions, and lo.' tS'src' ls'l^ music 
In a!l Its glory. 

Montreal'Sj^BriO una fed audiences could hardly 
hava|^^l^m|a'i better sample of that composer 
than Szlgetrs1otterin3;.of the A raijor Sanata (Opus 
100). It is' a typical piece,, because it shows the 
composer's orchestral yearnings, (vppircnt even in 
this two Instrument composition, The piano (and 
It might be the orchestra) iiitroduces. itself to the 
audience and. after a- few suggests 
that it Is present— Just a - tw^^eel'^but the 
pom-pommlng of the lorger^lnsiriunent. (Szigeti 
did a little uneasy bowing here which seeme<^ to 
Indicate that tender notes are not as efficient in 
starting off a violinist as a few vigorous strokes of 
the bow shouting "Here I am!"). When violin 
and piano get moving together In earnest, we find 
,a set of thoroughly Interesting themes bantered 
back and forth in the way we have learned to ad- 
nUre so well, set amidst good solid harmonies and 
embellished with those almost predictable Brahnis- 
lan arpeggios. 

Szlgetl. has the amusing habit of treathig his 
violin like an organ, QuimnonlCj; s ^half -dozen 
varieties of tone, the most *ou^^âlw|^BL^hieb is 
one which he breath ' pl^l^^w^nies and 
producing a delicate, soft and 'crysuf clear tone 
which in double-stopping hardly has its equal. 
Ysaye's Sonata (dedicated to our artist) called forth 
all of these "organ stops" as well 'as all of the 
player's niwual dexterity. And since the audience 
(»i£djjm^e^^^^Ue music in Jhls composition, the 
vl&lni)lr|33^Pliem in return such a romantlo 
Mozart (Concerto in D major No. 4) that they will 
have a haid job forgetting Its sweetness, and the 
dlehards will be able'to'forge''ahother bolt Into the 
coffh) for vulgar and unmusical mude. 

Of the small pieces, tlie most fascinating was 
Sstgetl's own arrangement .o( jBcrlablnï 
"Etude in Thirds" wU^ itbe . violinist played in 
dpuble^8toi>ped thirds, an amazing bit of technique 
to anyone who knows the violin, artist's "violin- 
organ" was used so dexterously, and pleased the 
listeners to such an extent that an eneorp was given 
and accepted with equal enthusiasm on both sides. 
Bloch, Ravel, «[nd a fiery Dance Russe by Stiawln- 
sky oompleted>^ttjg|ejj^ng.. Elbowing his way out 
of the haUi'yoSPS^Sffér/agreâ for once with the 
Inevitabile platitudes, of the atidlence. "A wonderful 
concert, my dear!

With the production of "The Dev- 
il's Disciple" by George Bernard Shaw 
less than a week away, it is Intcrest- 
ixifs to examhio the play for a 
momént, and to see where it stands 
In the ideology of its extraordinary 
author. The play wasàmMlrtwd In 
ieoo, after a successful'^fuSf^New 
York, and may be considered as 
Shaw's fhrst really effective dramatic 
venture. It was, like most of his 
earlier plays, a distlll{itlon of many 
of his novels, which had abeady been 
'^'H *> critical public. 

Thus"%Thf?i5wil's 'Disciple" does not 
suffer from the slightly blgotted ver- 
bosity of Shaw's later works, and is 
one of the very few plays in which 
he has no f'axe to grind." 

The choice of Hie Player's Olub is 
surely a happy one for in "The Devr 
il's Disciple" we have good theatre 
at Its best, freed from all but a light 
seasoning of Shavian argument. In 
Shaw's prefaiee to the work, he him- 
self states that this is an. unmoti- 
vated- play. Yet its very uhreasni^'W. 
logical, for off the stage; ihotlvatldn 
Is held to play a small part In guid- 
ing the daily actions of an Indlvldiial. 
Why then, asks Shaw, must every iao- 
tlon on the stage be so carefully mo- 
tivated? Ihis theme is seen more 
and more dearly as the plot of "The 
Devil's Disciple" unfolds Itself. 

Dick Dud^on, the hero, is a purl- 
tan of puritans, living in a faniUy 
where, true. religion, has. l^ng^ ^ce 
lUod, / His mother's cold, 'hypeeritical 
.lip-service to God drives Dick to es- 
pouse the cause of the devil. The 
audience, Is by this thhe thoroughly 
convinced that Dick is a blackguard 
-iandsa^miBoat. As the play pro- 
gresses however, it is seen that even 
the ''isevlf's Disciple" may have some 
good ln blffl, for he voluntùlly Jeop- 
ordizes bis own life to save that of 
a man he knows well enough to dis^ 
like. He does this purely and simply, 
out of the gciodness of his heart on 
the spur of the moment, and not, as 
it' 'may appear at fhrst, through love 
of his enemy's wife. 

Shaw, It appears from his preface, 
is trying to vhidlcate a mhioflty in 
human society — to show that there 



may "be, a way to Heaven even from 
the gates of Hell." But t)ie whole 
tiling Is, with extreme cleverness, 
given the rather hackneyed form of 
dramatic comedy. This is handled 
so gracefully and lightly, that most 
of the audience will never be aware 
of the author's intentions, so engross- 
ed' will they be' In the face Value of 
the many thrilling episodes which 
form the plot, Perhaps the deftest 
stroke ol all. however, is setting the 
play in the colorful period of the 
Amcrlcih Rgvolutljtn&tbijpsafelv re- 
movlng . it from a^nSw^^in'g sense 
of twentieth century reality.
